“1 ‘Prisoners Committed. 

Furthor ovidorice was takon at the Ma- 
gistrucy, yostorday afternoon, in support of 
tho charge of attempted murder against 
three convicts from Victoria Gaol, 

Bishan Singh, assistant wardor, said—At 
9.60.5.m. on the morning of the 27th ult., I 
waa in charge of tho threa defendants, among 
othor prisoners, They were'picking oakum. 
‘At that time the asaistont superintendont 
andthe chisf warder were ‘inspecting the 
luwor yard, and 1 saw them come towards 
tho south-aide of tho: wash-housa, where I 
and my priconera’ wore. The assistant 
auporintendent was ahead ‘somewhat, and 
a3 he came nearer the ‘three defendants gat 
up from’ their oakum-picking and ran at 
‘him, - the: fitat and “second defendants 
atticking “in. rear, and the third 
dofundant in front. Mr Craig was just 
| entering the wash-house front the cast aide, 
and ta get at him ‘in fiont the third 
-dofendaut had’ to. run round to the south 
gide. The three convicts “attacked Mr 
Craig with ksiives and the blado of a plane. 
T ran ‘over ‘and, catight.hold of tho thicd 
defendant, who was arined with somothing 
resembling a chopper-. Other guards had 
by this time come up, and one assisted mo 
to take the weapon from- the third 
defendant, who tried tv strike me. I did 
not actually aco this man strike Mr Craig, 
tut I saw tho first ‘and sogdid defendants 
do 60, stabbing him on the neck with their 
knives. 

-"De Thomson gaid—L am the doctor it 
charge of the Gaol. On the 27th ult., 1 
made an examination of the various prison 


offieials and prisoners wounded in the course} - 


of. tho attack-on Mr Craig. That official 
had two wounds at the back of the head, 
just: under tha crown, one 34in. and the 
other Qin, long. They joined at an neuto 
anglo, and furmed ona wound. The weapon 
had. penetrated’ to the bone, and = the 
hemorrhage was very sovere; the scup 
above the wound has been numbed through 
the severance of the nerves. There was 
‘also a wound on the front of tho 
top of .the head, somowhnt to tho 
left; and ‘a stab waund on cach shoulder. 
Aftor deseribing the wounds inflicted upon 
the others, Dr. Thomson went on to say 
that thoso. to Mr. Craig were the most 
acyefe, and: had the knifs struck on the 
ride or front of the neck instend of on the 
bone, Mr Craig, in the absence of s 
doctor, wound probably have bled todeath, 
The would to. Hernim Singh, a warder, 
who reccived a deep stab on the neck, 
might algo easily have been fatal, 
> On being asked if they had any questions, 
the first defendaut smilingly soid—‘ Tho 
doctor has told the truth. ’

lice Station proved tho statements made by 
the threo defendants on their being charg:
